Chamber of Agriculture on wheat 
the other day. He told its mem­ 
bers that “in a very short time 
English wheat growing is going to 
corno Into its own,” There would 
then, he said, be money made out 
of wheat raised by British farm­ 
ers despite the Tast crops of wheat 
grown in other parts of the globe. 
In America, he said, the popula­ 
tion was growing more rapidly than 
the wheat area, and in course df 
time there would no longer be a 
huge surplus to send to this coun­ 
try or any where else. 
‘‘England,” declared Prof. Bitten, 
“is easily the best wheat produc­ 
ing country in the world with its 
average of ”2 bushels to the acre, 
whereas the average for the world 
is only a trifle over 12 bushels 
to the acre.”

major railroad system, 
the

of 
approxi­ 
mately 4,600 miles of roadway and 
including 
the 
consolidated 
Nickel 
ITatJ, 
which 
embraces 
five 
rail­ 
roads, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio 
and the Hocking Valley, operating 
as $ separate unit, is now one of 
the five great railway systems of 
the 
country, 
according 
to 
new 
railroad maps just issued. 
Oils P. and Mantis J. Van Swer­ 
ingen, 
of- Cleveland, 
pictured 
in 
some circles as the tw entieth cen­ 
tury prototypes of Hill and H arri­ 
man are the men who control this 
ne sr system. Both are com parative­ 
ly young. Oris P. being 42 
and 
Mantis J. 40. For the last twelve 
years 
they have 
been 
numbered 
among Cleveland’s leading citizens, 
but until their entrance into the 
railroad field they were little known 
outside the state and possibly in 
financial circles in New York and 
Chicago. 
These, brothers, however, appear 
indifferent to fame. The quiet way 
they grouped the five roads into 
the proposed Nickel Plate system 
is one example of the aversion to 
publicity, while 
the 
method 
in 
which they acquired control of the 
Chesapeake and 
Ohio 
and 
the 
Hocking Valley is another. 
a 
Pull 
Clever 
Deal 
According to railroad men here 
the alliance with the Chesapeake 
and 
Ohio 
was 
a departure from 
w hat had generally been expected 
as 
a 
com bination 
between 
the 
Nickel Plate and the Lackawanna 
or Lehigh was thought 
probable, 
thus giving them an outlet to a 
New England seaport or the- port 
of New York. 
Instead the Sweringens obtained 
outlets at Newport News and Nor­ 
folk. 
But this was not all. 
The 
Chesapeake and Ohio, it was ex­ 
plained, had 
been 
overburdened 
w ith traffic originating* on its own 
line and its expansion retarded on 
account of lack of outlets over oth­ 
er roads. The Nickel Plate, on the 
other hand, carries large volumes I mutely 70,600
